Amateur  Radio  License  Plates  may  be  displayed  on  passenger 
vehicles,  motorcycles,  trucks  and  vans  weighing  8,000  pounds  or 
less.  An  applicant  is  allowed  only  one  set  of  plates. 

To  purchase  Amateur  Radio  plates,  please  submit  the  Amateur 
Radio  License  Plates  Request  Form  along  with  your  license  plate 
registration  or  renewal  application,  a  copy  of  your  Amateur  Radio 
Operator  License  issued  by  the  FCC,  and  the  following  applicable 
fees:

•  Newly-acquired  vehicle/first-time  issuance  —  $1 98 
($95  title  fee,  $99  registration  fee,  $4  processing  fee) 

•  Currently  titled  vehicle/first-time  issuance  —  $103 
($99  registration  fee,  $4  processing  fee) 

•  Current  plates  expire  within  90  days  —  $132 
($99  registration  fee,  $4  processing  fee, 

$29  replacement  fee) 

•  Current  plates  do  not  expire  within  90  days  —  $33 
($4  processing  fee,  $29  replacement  fee) 

•  Annual  renewal  —  $99 
($99  registration  fee) 

•  Upgrade  to  new  FCC  call  letters  —  $29 
($29  replacement  fee)
